4. was performed for the first time. The plot turos on the freaks of 
Mr. Horatio Hairbraio, (T.Green,) who wishing to marry a young 
lady 10 spite of certain obstacles thrown in his way by his uncle, 
gets up a row or rather « series of rows to annoy bis relation, to 
which end he has employed Squill, (G. Wild,) to pick as many 
quarrels as he can with strangers, insult them in whatever manner 
he likes best, aod when they demand satisfaction, he commissions 
him to give “ my uocle’s card.” The first cisturbance commences 
by Squill knocking off a Barrister’s wig ; the card is given, and the 
lawyer repairs to the uocle’s house, taxes the old gentleman with 
bis conduct, and demands reparation. ‘‘ My Uncle’ conceives the 
gentleman of the long robe mad, and, to mend the matter, orders 
a bowl of water to be thrown over the lawyer’s face to try whe. 
ther be bas the bydrophobis, The next feat perpetrated is con. 
jointly executed by the nepbew Heirbraio and Squill, the former 
attires himself as a beadle, and the latter dresses up in female cos- 
tume, and the couple repsir to the uncle’s house to tax him with 
making a little addition to the parochial expences. The uncle is 
panic stricken, bis wife, in despair, upbraids bim with bis guilt,talks 
of law, separate maiatensnce, &c, till the old gentleman, in the 
height of bis perplexity, bawls out thet he will give anything to 
any one who will beip him outof bisdilemma. The nephew throws 
off his disguise, and requests Emily’a band ; the request is granted, 
and all parties sstisfied. 
There was a little hissing at the end, but the applause greatly 
! predominated, aod on the whole we must say that the latter was 
r thoroughly deserved. The Farce is written with genuine bumour, 
and the acting is excellent, particularly that of George Wild, who 
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gets gradually more like poor Johan Reeve in bis rich humorous 
personations of low characters, Ins and Outs followed, and The 
Demon Gift concluded. The half-price came ia very thickly to 
witness the latter Spectscle, and Mark Lemoo’s laughable Farce,
